Document 1 discloses a suction device wherein the 
flat portion on the lower surface of the plenum chamber at 
the upstream ends of the branching tubes is temporarily 
fixed to the upper surface portion of the cylinder head 
while the flanges at the downstream ends of the branching 
tubes are fixed to the side surface of the cylinder head. 

Document 2 discloses a configuration wherein it is 
possible to temporarily attach the downstream ends of the 
branching tubes to the side surface of the cylinder head. 

Consequently, it would be easy for a person skilled 
in the art to configure the invention that is set forth in 
claims 1 and 4 by applying the feature of temporarily 
attaching the branching tubes, as disclosed in document 2, 
in the suction device that is disclosed in document 1.
